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Independent Idea Growing 


If encouragement were needed in the Fort Wayne 


movement to emancipate city government from party 
politics, it would be forthcoming in the light of what other 
Indiana cities are doing in the same direction. Fort Wayne 
is by no means alnnp in the effort to drive out partisan 
and substitute united action as citizens toward better, 
more capable and more progressive government. Readers 
of The Sentinel are somewhat, familiar \vith the movement 
at South Bend in which men of all political faith are unit- 
ing. Now comes Anderson, latesl of 1he Indiana cities of 
prominence to insist that the political machine is an inter- 
loper in municipal affairs. 


A citizens' committee appointed there some months 


ago to canvass the situation and ascertain the sentiment, of 
the people toward a municipal citizens' ticket at the com- 
ing election has just, made its report, in which it declares 
that the citizenship of Anderson is emphatically favorable 
to the move. Noticeable in the audience \\-ere many men 
who in years past have been active in party affairs, but 
whose experience and observation has convinced them that 
the old system is one which hampers rather than assists 
progress, and that the best, government cannot be reason- 
ably expected until patriotism is placed above partisan- 
ship in a contest in which partisan principles are in no 
wise involved. 
The Anderson committee has been em- 


powered to enlarge itself by the addition of representa- 
tives from each of the political parties and this enlarged 
committee will name the citizens' ticket to be submitted 
for the verdict of the voters. The demand for a better 
grade of city government is not merely local. Tt is stirring 
the voters not only in Indiana cities, but in those of other 
state as well, and its effect cannot fail to be both whole- 
some and far-reaching. 


It will be good news to Fort Wayne tax-payers that 


the municipal lighting system has reached a point where 
the special levy to maintain it can be. dispensed with. It 
is now the belief that the revenues from lighting and 
power will be sufficient not only to keep the svstem in 
operation, but to make the continually necessary exten- 
sions without the special tax levy for that purpose. 


Somehow we fancy the house lobby committee will 


have a rather dull and prosy time of it in its examination 
of Colonel Mulhall. The senate committee in all probabil- 
ity extracted about all the thrills from the colonel's tale of 
lobbying activities, and his further testimony is likely to 
lack the human interest that enabled him to monopolize 
the spotlight for so long. 


The expressed conviction of the new Mexican min- 


ister of foreign relations that the difficulties between Mex- 
ico and the United States "would soon be adjusted.'' is the 
.first expression emanating from that country for some 
time to which we can cordially subscribe. Hence Uncle 
Sam will probably hastily embrace the opportunity to do 
so. 


If yon regard your own situation just now as a rather 


unpleasant one, just think of the present troubles of the 
governor of New York and the peace envoy to Mexico and 
be happy again.

Had Warned Moore. 


Thc^t'olenuin woman stated today thdt 


shortly after she had bpprun to accept 
Moore's attentions Oatewood "went to 
Moore and warned him to keep away 
from her or he would get into trouble. 
She snys that, Oatewood had frequently 
threatened to kill her if she went around 
with other colored men. 


"He told me only a few days that he 


would 'got' me and I was afraid of him," 
said the colored woman. 


That she. was really in fear is evi- 


denced by tlie fact th:it. last night when 
she met Moore she wanted to go to her 
home, by way of Harrison street. 


"1 told Mr. Moore that I felt sure we 


would nioe.t Mr. (iatewood on Galhoun 
street, for I wns sure lie was waiting 
along somewhere north of thp jail for us 
to conip along. 1 didn't want the men to 
comp together and 1 knew they would 
if Alfred saw me with Moore." 


Moore Resents Gatewood's Manner. 
The colored woman left the Wayne 


hotel about 8:45 o'clock nnd met Moore 
at tin1 Dreicr drugstore corner. Calhoun 
and Columbia streets, n« they were ac- 
customed to meeting tu the evening for 
Moore to escort her home aftpi' her work. 
Then it waas that she urged Moore to go 
down to her rooming plat;e by the x,ay 
of Harrison stre.et. 
Moore said he was 


not afraid of (iatewood and would not 
sneak around a hack way to avoid him. 


In front of the county power station 


just north of the jail they met Oate- 
wood, who asked Mrs. Coleninn to step 
aside a moment to spenk with him. She 
did so and Gatewood commanded her to 
leave Moore and come with him. Mrs. 
Colenuin says: 


"I told Alfred that T was otit with, Mr. 


Moore; and that I would not leave him. 
I told him 1 did not want anything more 
to do with him. Then he grabbed me by 
the bosom of my dress with one hand 
| and he had the other hand in his pocket. 


Mr. Moore then steppco! up ami told Al- 
fred he could not use me that way and 
ordered him to get ont of the way.
